THE CZAR OF SKOPI ME. 

A Itussiuii Bank Maiuigrer gets 
Away willi $8,000,000 in 
lOi^'h (< <•[« Years— Astound- 
ing l)ts« loiisa i s of Oflici- 
al CoiTiiplioii. 

"Russia Iiiih in i;« service Imt two 
honest men, ydu iinti me," the Emperor 
Nicholas onei «iii<l to lii.s son Alexan- 
der. If such a remark wen: justifiable 
half n century ago, it. would seem tliat 
the country lias made but little pro- 
gress in either olliciul or business hon- 
esty, whatever it may have made in 
other directions. Robbery goes on in 
every department of Llie fStuti! mid per- 
meates Dvery branch of business. "Rob- 
bery is the rule, honesty the excep- 
tion," says a recent, writer on Russian 
a frairs. "No cheating, no sales," is one 
of the cynical proverbs of the country; 

unci ill,!! lliujuiiij uf tile liuslm-.is peo- 
ple seem to hold it a fundamental rule 
that dishonesty is the only sure road to 
commercial success. 

The revalalions at the trial of Ry- 
kov, once manager of the defunct Bank 
of Skopino, which took place recently 
at the Moscow assizes, illustrate this 
natioiiul tlishoneHly with startliug em 
phasis. The extent of the depredations, 
the number of years they had been a! 
lowetl go on unchecked, the number 
and character of the people implicated 
in the robbery, the fact that the ox 
posure was due to the efforts of an ob- 
scure newspaper, and the necessarily 
rotten condition of a community in 
which such a robin ry was rendered 
possible, all tended to give the chase an 
almost European notoriety. The 
amount of the swindle perpetrated by 
the bank manager and bis confederates 
reckoned at 12,000,000 rubles, or 
about §8,000,000. When, after two 
years of legal. shuttling and delay, the 
conspiracy was at last exposed in open 
cour*, the ligures large as they were, 
dropped into insignificance when com 
pared with the social and political ques- 
tions raised by this extraordinary trial. 

The Hank of Skouine was founded 
in 1863, at a timeof considerable in- 
dustrial activity in Russia. it was a 
common hank, hence not. strictly a gov- 
ernment instil til ion; but it was under 
the direct supervision of the Govern- 
ment, being placed under the control of 
the .Ministers of the interior and Fi- 
nance, and obliged to render to the lat- 
ter department a periodical and detail- 
ed account of its operations and its 
position. Rykov was appointed mana- 
ger, notwithstanding the fact, that be 
had been guilty of fraud while holding 
a previous appointment. The people of 
Skopine mailt; a feeble protest against 
his appoint in. mi i , but without effect. In 
1 80S, as the evidence showed, there 
was a deficit ol 54,000 rubles. Being 
reluctant to publish this unpleasant 
fact to the world or impart it to the 
Minister of Kuiauce Manager Rykov 
did what, as his lawyer ingenuously 
put it, anybody in his place would 
have done — drew up a false balance 
sheet, and of so satisfactory a character 
that it Irew deposits from all parts of 
the country. From this date the affairs 
of the bank ivenl from bad to worse, 
atul the more desperate became its con- 
dition the more brilliant grew its bal- 
ance sheets. Though he was doing no 
legitimate banking buisness whatever, 
Rykov, by oiler of 7 h per cent, inter- 
est on deposits when other banks were 
paying but 5, procured funds in abun- 
dance. 

To show how his exceptional profits 
were earned, Rykov entered in the 
bank's books -divers ingeniously-contri- 
ved financial operations. There were 
fictitious discounts, fictitious loans, ficti- 
tious purchases and fictitious sales. 
An old man in the | ay of the bank, so 
illiterate that he could hardly write 



,,-d every J}ecember 
purchase of several 
millions' worth of imaginary securities, 
and h'is transaction, with the imaginary 
profits thereon, always figured in the 
balance-shuet presented to the Minister 
and published in the Gazette. Fictiu 
ous bills with imaginary names were 
discounted, the manager pocketing the 
money. Rykov subscribed largely to 
schools, churches, and charitable insti- 
tutions, taking the money from the 
bank and charging it up to dummy cus- 
tomers. After awhile oveu the formali- 
ty of discounting bo^us paper ceased 
to be observed. ^"They took money from 
the cash-box without counting it," said 
one witness, referring to Kykov'.s kins- 
men anil accomplices. "They came with 
a pocket-handkerchief, tilled it with 
bank-notes and went home," testified 
another. Large interest was always 
paid depositors. 

And thus the swindle wont on, net for 
weeks nr months, but For fifteen long 
years, Everybody in Skopine knew it 
win a rubbery; am >ng the 0,000 custom 
era of the batik, when the crash came, 
not line dwelt in that town, and only 
niliotoen were discovered III the entire 
province. The law places commercial 
banks under the immediate; supervision of 
mayors atul municipalities; it is their duty 
to make a monthly examination of the 
bonks, count the cash, and examine the 
securities. How was it, then, that for 
fifteen years the municipalities fuilSd to 
unmask tho gross frauds perpetrated by 
their bank manager/ Simply because the 
officials were all privy to the frauds and 
participators in the plunder. 

Everybody, from the town constable up 
to the mnynr, out a share nf the spoils 
The police were in tho ring; the hpmcnilc, 
or chief of pi 1 1 ice, was in Rykov's pay. 
The justices of the peace received an an- 
nual stipend from Kykuv. In fact, Ryknv 
was the Cznr of Skopino by ri^ht of pur- 
chase. Men "f good repute were arbi- 
trarily expelled from the city at a hint 
from llykov. One contumacious mliabi- 



the Hank of Skopine, but on a smaller 
scale, and the mayor of that town and 
guverul of its wealthiest inhabitants were 
at once arrested. In the other banks the 
case was equally as bad. Airloff, the 
manager of the Bunk of Orel, had ap- 
propriated as much as Rykov, iiis defalca- 
tions 'Bproading over twelve years. 

From the lowest otlico in the local and 
municipal governments on up to the high 
departments of state it is hardly an ex- 
aggeration, in face of the proven facts, to 
say that dishonesty is the rule and honesty 
the exception. The Sovremenn Tzveatia, 
a Russian paper, published in a list 

of the robberies known to have been com- 
mitted during the previous few years by 
public functionaries. According to this 
account there were tuvuty-tivo thefts of 
from 20,000 to 00,000 rubles each; six 
ranging from -100.000 to 500,000, and six 
ranging from 1,000,000 to lU, 000,000 — 
in all 27,000,000 rubles, or about $18,- 
000,000. 

During Rykov's trial ho protested 
warmly against what he termed the in- 
justice of the public and the press. "They 
any that T am a monster; that I have 
stolen six millions. It is a gross calumny. 
I swear before you, gentlemen of the 
jury, that 1 stole but one million — one 
million only." He protested this with indig- 
nant gesture and unconscious humor. 
This was probably true, in the Reuse that 
he took only a million for his personal 
use, hut to enable him to get that he had 
to Bjend the ether millions of the bank as 
hush luon-cy. It is only in a State where 
free speech is suppressed and the press 
muzzled, and where the government and 
tho people are alike corrupt and dishonest 
that such a glaring swindle could run for 
years unchecked and unpunished. — Chi- 
cago Tribune.

a similar nature was made to the minister 
of the interior. The circumlocution office 
again got in its work — the reply was that 
the document did not carry the proper 
stamp — 20 copecks, or about 12 cents— 
and consequently was invalid. '1' hen a 
properly stamped petition was sent, but 
an answer never came. 

The evidence showed that th>' governor 
of the province had been bribed like all 
the rest. He got 79,000 rubles. The 
vice-governor got 100,000 rubles. The 
marshal of tho nobility skipped out when 
the trial was ordered. The councilor of 
tho provincial government, the members 
of the tribuno and the procurator were all 
tarrod with the same brush. 

The trial failed to furnish proof equally 
convincing as to the implication of tho 
bureaucracy at St. Petersburg, which was, 
perhaps, duo to the fact phase of the mat- 
ter. The president of the court, the 
crown prosecutor, and the prisoner's conn 
sol all fought shy of it. No representa- 
tive of the ministry was placed tin the 
stand to explain how the fraud had been 
overlooked, or why petitions of Leonon 
and others bud not been noticed. llykov 
hinted that he could implicate certain high 
and mighty personages if he so desired. 
It was" shown that 1,000,000 rubles had 
gone to some mysterious personage in St 
Petersburg, and that the emperor's adjut- 
ant-general and the prince Oboliuski were 
largely in debt to the batik. Itykor, it 
waa shown, had found it necessary to 
spend money without stint, but nobody 
seemed to bo interested in finding out 
why. 

The exposure and arrest of the crimi- 
nals were due to the persistent efforts of 
Leonon and two other honest citizens and 
the courage of a single newspaper— tho 
Russian Courier. These men were ex- 
menibers of the municipality and in a 
good position, otherwise they would have 
suffered the fate of Diakonov. Binding 
themselves utterly unable to obtain a 
hoaring from either the local, provincial, 
or lnghur authorities, they resolved on 
that (in Russia) doubtful and desperate 
expedient — an appeal to the press. For 
two years they despatched letters to var - 
ions papers, not one of which ever reach- 
ed its destination. The postmaster and 
tho manager of the telegraph otlico Merc 
all in tho pay of Rykov, and everything 
was intercepted that threatened his inier- 
ests. It was a rule that all letters to news- 
papers, on any subject whatever, should 
be intercepted and handed to Rykov. 
Eventually, in 1882, these men succeeded 
in communicating with the newspapers^ 
but the only paper that dared to publish 
the lottera or to notice the affairs of the 
hank wan the Courier, one of the few lib- 
era) organs left, and one that KaS been 
persecuted by the government to the verge 
of extinction. 

The publication of the letters was the 
death-sentence of the bank. There was 
an immediate run of the creditors; but 
the strong room, instead of containing 
12,000,000 rubles, as -shown in tho bal- 
ance-sheet, was empty and tho bill-cases 
were Idled with bogus paper. The bank 
fell, and tho panic and scandal caused a 
run on nearly every commercial bank in 
Russia. 

A few banks stood the shock, but a full 
dozen came down, and when their affairs 
were looked into they were found to be 
pretty much in the same condition as 
those of the Lank of Skopine. The Lank 
of Kanychin was an exact duplicate of

THE TIMES IN A MUDDLE UN 
THE LAND REGULATIONS 
ORDER IN COUNCIL. 

Our youthful evening contemporary th« 
Times has apparently read th>i ordor in 
council embodying the regulations put in 
operation by the Dominion government 
in retard to the acquisition of agricultural, 
mineral and timber landB within tho mil- 
way bolt on tho mainland. It is one 
thiiig, however, to read and other to un- 
derstand, and our y. o. c. has evidently in 
its eagerness to find something that would 
fasten responsibility upon tho local gov- 
ernment, »ot its ideas so tangled, that it 
baa entirely failed to comprehend the 
meaning ot the provisions of the order in 
council. We have already expressed in 
strong language our objeotion to tho regu- 
lations and would repeat ihoy are onerous, 
vexatious, uusuited to the province, and 
contrary to tho agreement entered into 
with tho local government. It is not 
true, however, aa stated by our y.e.o. 
that the price of laud "is fixed at S'J 50 
per acre, instead of SI as was pledged by 
the.provinoi.il government it should be." 
Then! is nothing to warrant the statement 
that "those who have for years toiled on 
land on which they located within the 
railway belt" will "bo told* that unless 
they pay 82 50 per acre they will tie 
driven off the land mid lose their homes. " 
It is not true (wo wish it were for tho 
sake of the men who have borne tho bur- 
den and heal of tho day in the railway 
settlement during the past few years) 
"that under certain conditions home- 
steaders can acquire a title without a price 
per aero being paid " The fact is wo have 
no reason to believe that homesteaders 
will have to pay more for their lands than 
SI per acre, and it was only in the inter 
est of homesteaders, or in other words thu 
actuaj bona lidesolllor who will be entitled 
to homestead entry, that the SI per acre 
was arranged. We rrgret that tho order 
does not say in definite terms that tho 
price to homesteaders will be §1 00 per 
acre. W r e have reason to believe that 
that is what is intended, but it is stated 
in sub-section 1 of section *_'0, to require 
the "payment of tho government price." 
and in Bub-section 3 of '20 it is left to "bo 
fixed by the governor in council." Now 
wu understand the government price re- 
ferred to m the ca.se homesteaders to be 
§1,00 por acre. And that tho fact that it 
is in the third sub section left to the gov- 
ernor in council to be fixed, is evidence 
that it is not the S- c>0 alleged by tho 
Times. The §2 50 per acre mentioned in 
section 9 under the head of "ordinary 
sale of lands" is intended as a distinction 
between setllers and ordinary buyers of 
land, in favor of the former, and has its 
couterpart in uur own land act. Home- 
steaders wo repeat will get their land at 
$1.00 per acre probably, but the regula- 
tions are such as are not suited in this 
province, and not such as have boon re- 
quired by pr ivinoial law. What wo have 
most reasfm to c napkin of in regard to 
tho settlement of agricultural lands within 
tho belt is that the homestead clauses of 
tho order are,, uiidtir section 12. limited in 
their application to such as have settled 
already or may settle before tho 1st day 
of July next. This is what we claim is a 
violation of the agreement entered into 
with the' provincial government. In the 
interest of the settlement of the country 
it is desirable that agricultural lands 
should be Bold to actual settlers at 
a prico which will attract as 
large a population of farmers to 
tho province as possible- This was 
the local government's view of tho 
case when they induced the Dominion to 
agree to the SI .00 per acre arrangement. 
There was no date fixed for tho arrange- 
ment to cease to have effect, and it is 
claimed as a breach of faith on the part 
of the Dominion that they propose to 
limit the operation of the agreement as 
aforesaid. The Tunes' attempt to make 
out that tho Provincial government is to 
blamo in any degree because the Do- 
minion does not act up to the letter of its 
agreement, is absurd. The I'rumier and 
Attorney General and Provincial Secre- 
tary in stating during the consideration of 
the Settlement Act that it had boon 
agreed on the part, of the Dominion to 
sell lands settled upon within thu railway 
belt to actual settlers at $1 00 per acre, 
stated simple truth, as can be proved by the 
amplest evidence. If tho ministers could 
bo shown by The Times to have stated 
that which was not true: if they could 
bo shown to have misled members and 
the public upon the subject, then indeed 
The Times might indulge its mud desire 
to. assail the local ministry; but it is 
surely sufficient for any Provincial gov- 
ernment to carry its own responsibilities 
without being saddled with the errors or 
wrong doings of tho Federal government 
also. 



THE NORTHWEST TERRITORY 
UfRlMNQ. 

The complete ront of the rebels in the 
Northwest Territory W calculated to convey 
tho idea that with their defeat cods all fear 
of further less of life or property. Too 
hasty assurai in this respect would, how- 
over, at this mono at be premature. Indians 
by nature are horn ads aud though this dis- 
position has befifi considerably checked by 
contact with civilization, yet the element is 
llltullt; and the ground partially furnished 
by naiBgovernuion! for their uprising will 
most undoubtedly be taken advantage of by 
tho more lawless of tbeiu'to adopt roving 
and predatory habits, the victims to which 
of course will be the white population of 
tho territory. The rebellion itself, even 
while accepting the wired news of the 
rebels' defeat as strictly correct, can by no 
weans be considered at on an end. 
So long as Kiel remains uncaptured, 
n constant, threat of harm impends 
over tho white settlers whose present 
misfortune it is to have (heir homes in 
the disaffected districts. 1'hey will have 
no peace of mind, no ordinary guarantee 
of safety for themselves and families, aud 
consequently but a half-hearted energy in 
sowing that which others may reap, until 
the trouble-fomenting half-blood is cap 
tured — or, pot haps, until he is hanged. 
Tho culpability of tho Dom'.r.ion govern- 
ment, providing, as it, may, oxcuso for tho 
somewhat irresponsible ordinary half, 
brood and Indian, will prove no ameliora- 
tion of the conduct of J!.iel who will cer- 
tainly suffer for his misdeeds. That is, 
ho will certainly sutler, if tho government 
does but show itself as prompt of action 
aa the exigency of tho case demands. His 
death, as an example to tho half-breeds 
and Indians, is necessary and dosorved; 
for on his head is the blood that has been 
shod in this internecine war. But tho 
most stringent example frequently 
fails in effect upon a certain num- 



ber, and it is reasonable to sup- some jealous and injudicious official whoso 
peso this will be the case ,n tho ', course is calculated to bring tho depart- 
presont instance.

Once again can a province with an exper- 
ience of its own of Dominion mismanage- 
ment of Indian affairs, make mention thai 
even if not as a matter of justice, yd as 
one of pulicy, a fuller consideration of the 
claims of the Indians is not only compati- 
ble with the duty owed there by the federal 
government, but will be in accord with the 
preservation of the life and properly of 
tho white population whoso lot has thrown 
them in close proximity to the native 
tribes.

To the Editor:- In your notice this 
morning of the meeting of tho board of 
examiners for Dominion land surveyors, 
now being held in this city, you seem to 
me only mildly to voico the just cause of 
complaint which the corps of competent 
engineers who have boon satisfactorily 
conducting the survey of Dominion lands 
in this province has because of tho harsh 
manlier in which it has been treated. 
Those who are most conversant with tho 
facts arugmost firmly of the opinion' that 
the action of the board has boon un 
necessarily summary, harsh, and oppres- 
sive; ami that Oapt. Deville has been 
neither ingenuous nor frank in his con 
vernation with you reported in the brief 
article already referred to 

The captain is reported to have said 
that "so far from there being any desire 
to push the local surveyors out of the 
Hold tho act has been stretched so as to 
enable tho board to sit here instead of 
at Ottawa." The impression, which is 
clearly intended to be conveyed hero, is 
that a considerable concession has boon 
voluntarily made to the surveyors of 
British Columbia; yet tho 4-tll sub-section 
of Section 88 of the Dominion Lauds 
Act, 18S3, distinctly Hnds that — 

"Should it bo found expedient local 
boards of examiners may be established 
under order in council for tho provinces 
of Manitoba, or British Colombia, or for 
tho Northwest territories, such beards to 
consist of not less than three and not 
more than six members each and to hold 
their meetings at such time and place as 
the minister of tho interior may from 
time to time direct." 

The captain further asserts that "local 
surveyors had been especially favored by 
tho provision that, a surveyor's certificate 
from tho surveyor-general of British 
Columbia would be regardoo as equiva- 
lent to a commission of a provincial land 
surveyor and would exempt tho holder 
from serving three years as a pit pi il 
boforo coming up for examination." It 
is palpable that tho impression intended 
to bo conveyed by this statement is that 
this concession comes from the board as a 
particHlar favor to the local surveyors of 
British Columbia. But sub section 1, of 
clause 05, of the Dominion lands Act 
provides that: " Any person who subse- 
quently to the fourteenth day of April, 
1872, shall hive boon duly qualified by 
certificate diploma or commission, to sur 
vey lauds in any province of the Dominion 

course of study, including the subjects 
prescribed by clause ninety-nine of this 
act is required by the law of such pro- 
vince, shall bo entitled to obtain a com- 
mission as Dominion land surveyor with- 
out being subjected to any exa i ination 
other than as regards tho system of sur- 
vey of Dominion lauds; ' and sub-section 
2 of the same clause provides that, "Land 
surveyors holding diplomas, certificate* or 
Commissions for provinces of the Do- 
minion in which the qualifications re- 
quired by law for surveyors are not 
similar to those prescribed by this act, 
must undergo examination by the board 
illd satisfactory pass the same in order 
to obtain commissions as land surveyors," 

Little thanks are due to the captain or 
to the board, therefore, that such British 
Columbian surveyors as may obtain certi- 
ficates from our surveyor general are 
legally entitled to present themselves to 
the board for examination "without hav- 
ing served three years" us pupils. 

It would not, however, seem to bo quite I pneumoni 
so clear — indeed, it seems very if ubtfnl 
if, under the law, an examination by the 
board at this time is justifiable; and if a 
candidate, admitted after ench examina- 
tion, is a legally appointed Dominion land 
surveyor.

were 1,075 death from pneumonia, in 
1K8U there w^re 3,045. Sinco 187L there 
has been an increase of t!0 per cent. Dur- 
ing that time the population has increased 
about o - -' per cent; so that tho disease is 
growing almost twice as fast as the popu- 
lation. 

The returns fur 188-1 aro not all com- 
piled yet, but it is certain that the mor- 
tility from pneumonia was not loss than 
in 1S8;$. During February, 1884, in 
cities and towns representing an average 
population of 1,350,000 — perhaps 95 por 
cent of the State — there wore 275 deaths 
from pneumonia; in 1885, for the sain 
period, there were 309 Tho number has 
been increasing in Boston every week 
since March 1st, and last week thero were 
in that city alone 44 fatal cases — tho larg- 
est number reported in any one week for 
live years. Between October 1st and 
April 18th, there wore 770 deaths from 
in that city. The percenta 
ths from acute lung diseases has 
risen from 7 11 in 151 and 9.23 in 188 1 , 
to 13 48 in 188U and probably 16 or 16 in 
J 88-1 

Tho exact onuses of the diseases are still 
unknown. Investigations made by Surgeon 
Sternberge, V. S. A., point to a miscros< 
copic fungus iu the saliva ns the probable 
cause. The secretions of pneumonia reveal 
under the miscroseope the presence of luw 
organisms. But then it is also known that 
vegetable organisms exists in healthy snliva; 
ho that it is not by any means curtain that 
microc oceus produces tho disease. 

Whatever be the cause, physicians have 
agreed that the proper treatment is to keep

It was quite impossible for any person 
''desiring to be examined" to give tho 
necessary le^al notice. But oven after 
the publication of the notice, it, was im- 
possible to got any information concern- 
ing the examination; who the secretary 
was; what the requirements of the Dom- 
inion lands act were; nor were any copies 
of the act, furnished. 

It seems to me very absurd for Capt. 
Deville to say that "it is the intention, as 
far nil possible, to employ local surveyors 
who may successfully pass the examina- 
tions hero," when only three weeks were 
given candidates to prepare for an exami- 
nation oil technical subjects for which, in 
other cases, three years of service and 
study aro considered necessary. 

Besides, too, it is an open secret that 
surveyors were brooght out by tho captain 
to do l lie work which was being perform- J 
ed in a thoroughly efficient manner by on- | 
gineers hero; and whoso notes and plana it 
was proposed to utilize by those who came 
out to continue the work. It is very man- 
ifest, therefore, that no places wore loft 
for tho local surveyors, even if they should 
successfully pass the examination, but 
they would, of course, take their chances 
with the hosts of applicants whose names 
are doubtless already tiled with tho de- 
partment of the interior. 

Fair treatment would seem to have de- 
manded that the work of the engineers 
already engaged, with the consent and ap- 
proval of the government, should have 
boon judged upon its merits after inspec- 
tion; and if satisfactory should have been 
accepted as suflieieut proof of tho compe- 
tency of those performing it; and that tho 
only examination should have been as re- 
gards tho provisions of the Dominion 
Lands Act, with tho requirements of 
which Captain Deville himself does not 
seem to have been very familiar. 

Tho truth is, I suspect, that the present 
action of tho board and the harsh inter- 
pretation of tho lands act aro thu work of

Central America.

Till: RIVAL WAR SHIPS. 

The Garnet and Strelock Again 
iu Company in an Ameri- 
can Port. 

New Yohk, May 2.— The English 
man-of war Garnet, which is apparent- 
ly following the Russian covotte Stre- 
lock, arrived opposite the Highlands 
nt 3 o'clock this afternoon. Thence it 
seamed slowly up to quarantine, where 
it. anchored at a little after 7:30 o'clock. 
Guided by its lights, Lung fore and 
aft a reporter put oil" from quarantine 
not long after tho anchor had been 
dropped. At close quarters the cruiser 
looks more formidable than at the tirst 
glniici , She is a brig, with n long, low, 
black hull, from the smokestack a thin 
cloud uf smoke issuing, and a number 
of the crow were still on deck or about 
the rigging, putting mutters in shapo 
for the night. As the row-boat neared 
the larger vessel the call "Boat ahoy! 
who are you?" rang over the choppy 
waves. As tho boat drew alongside the 
chief officer stepped down a few steps 
of the gangway ladder and held on to 
hand ropes to talk. "The namo of our 
captain is Hand," lie said, antl "we are 
of 2,200 tonnage antl 2,500 horse-power. 
There an; 240 persons on board includ- 
ing the officers, Our vessel was built 
about ten years ago at Chatham. Wo 
carry twelve sixty four-pound guns of 
about four inch diameter. They aro 
rifle and muzzle loaders. We have no 
breech loaders. Ten of the guns aro 
iu broadside and two pivot. About 
twelve knots an hour is our maximum 
speed. All of our guns, as you see, are 
on our upper deck. We have no launch- 
es to be used for torpedoes." 

•'The Russian cruiser Slrelock is 
here, and it is thought that you were 
following her." 

"Is slip, though?'' was tho evasive 
answer. The officer refused to answer 
nil other questions. 

OHAJJUKD UKR ANCHORAGE. 

New York, May 1. — The Russian 
corvette Strelock changed her anchor- 
age to-day dropping down the river to 
a point more convenient for her com- 
mander to roach the Russian Consul's 
office. Capt. Skrydlof made several 
trips to t he Consulate to day, and many 
messengers passed between the ship 
ami office bearing cipher cable despatch- 
es. Boraan Rosen, the Consul, refused 
to be interviewed to-day, giving as a 
reason that he was busy attending to 
matters deemed as of great im| ortance 
to his Government. These important 
matters proved to be the enlistment of 
a large number of able-bodied young 
Russians, for whom agents have been 
scouring the city for two weeks. The 
Strelock has a crew of 180, which is 
100 more than there is any need or ex- 
cuse for, and the new men will be used 
on the ship in training classes, finally 
taking the place of the present comple- 
ment, permitting them to take to Rus- 
sian waters certain vessels now lying 
in this harbor. The recruits reported 
for duty on the Strelock at 7 o'clock

It is rumored that the section of the 
Island railway between Victoria and V.» 
quiinalt will soon be givon out by con- 
tract. 

Most peoplesuppose that file manufac- 
ture of tobacco consists merely of taking 
the. leaf and pressing if, into plugs. Ihe 
fact is, however, that the process is a very 
delicate one, and ihe least false step will 
injure the flavor. The leaf must be care- 
fully attended to for months after ii leaves 
the planter's bauds. It must neither dry 
too quick or too slowly. Even after it 
has reached the factory the utmost deli- 
cacy of manipulation is required. The 
weather must be carefully studied, for if 
there is toy nine h uioia.tu.ru in. the air when 
it is pressed it will mould, and the same 
will happen if too much moisture is sprin- 
kled upon it for the purpose of opening 
the leaf. Again, if it is ovordried in the 
oven it will turn crisp, and will nip the 
tongue in smoking. It is by careful at ton 
Hon to all these points that tho "Myrtle 
Navy" has been brought to such perfec- 
tion. The linn who manufacture it have 
their own store houses in Virginia, and 
from tho time the leaf leaves the planter's 
hands until It is turned out of the factory, 
mouths afterwards, in plugs, it is under 
tho care of their skilled and trusted em- 
ploy 6i, 

i— Thk Daisv — This new addition to the 
steamer fleet of the port was outon a trial 
trip the other day and developed a good 
rate of speed. Owing to the fact that the 
boiler was built in England without gov- 
ernment supervision and thus no certifi- 
cate of its capacity given, the inspector 
hero will only allow a certain head of 
steam.

The enemy 
was very strong, estimated ut six hun- 
dred, and fought fiercely from cover, 
while we were comparatively opon to 
their fire, lighting from the brow of a hill 
over a coulee.

We had just 
passed through a deep gully, thickly 
wooded and a swift stream running on 
one sitle. Tho men sent, back

oning tho danger of the situation. The 
lighting, which was all skirmishing, was 
over a large and uneven stretch of coun- 
try, and our men were working at great 
disadvantage, but they stuck to it like 
heroes, and with bullets whistling in on 
them from almost every direction, never 
flinched for an instant. Every corps con 
tinned steady on the aggressive, and by 
ten o'clock the enemy was almost silenced. 
Thoy resumed again shortly, and the

The artillery, with the two seven pound- 
ers and the Galling, did gootl work re- 
peatedly lirino the enemy from their 
cover, and at eleven o'clock the enemy 
were again almost completely silenced. 
Col. Otter had already ^iveu orders to 
withdraw from a position of such disad- 
vantage. The Indians, observing this, 
endeavored to cut oil' the retreat of our 
men, who fought their way out inch by 
inch, the front always to the enemy. No 
praise is sufficient to describe the bravery 
of our officers and men. Every one 
SHOWED IIIMSKt.P A IlKltO. 
Col. Otter with his stall' was in every 
part of the field, and bis orders weru aa 
cool and decided as iu a sham battle. The 
men were badly used up before the with- 
drawal began. Our force comprised 
seventy live Mounted 1'olice and sc nuts, 
B Battery, the Ottawa Guards, C Com- 
pany Infantry School, pari of the Queen's 
Own Rifles, and Battleford Rifles. It is 
thought that from tinny to sixty of the 
enemy were killed. Thu column return- 
ed to Battleford the same night. The 
wounded aroTUl doing well.

A WALL OF WATER. 

Was it a Tidal Wave that 
Struck tlie Germanic in 
r?Iid-Occau ! 



A passenger of thu White Star steamer 
Germanic which was hit by a big wave 
on Easter Sunday morning and put back 
to Liverpool, said: 

"Wo were almost all in our staterooms 
when the wave hit us. 1 felt a big jolt, 
and 1 jumped up and went on deck. 
Everybody crowded out of Ihe alaiu- 
rooms. A wave had Hooded the ship, and 
some of the people had been awakened by 
the water pouring over them. The wave 
had hit the steamer on the starboard side, 
forward of the deck readiliy-room. It 
washed away the steam hoisting gear 
which is fastened to the deck. It knocked 
a hole through the reading-room and 
poured on don n into the saloon and into 
the Btaterooms. The starboard side of 
the reading-room was smashed iu and the 
bridge was earned away. The iron guards 
were curled up like paper, and the wheel- 
house was smashed. Seven boats out of 
the ten wero carried way. A lot of water 
was shipped, but tho tiros were not put 
out. Wo hove to an 1 the roll was called, 
and one seaman failed to answer. He 
had been washed overboard. Many pas- 
sengers and seamen were bruised, and una 
had his skull fractured. Capt. Kennedy, 
who was on the bridge when the wave hit 
us, had been knocked senseless. He fold 
mo how it looked afterwards. 

"'1 was standing on the bridge look- 
ing ahead,' said tho captain, 'whon I sud- 
denly saw a solid block of water standing 
in front of the ship. Ii came all of a 
sudden, and before I could give any 
orders it hi I us. It wasn't like an ordin- 
ary wave, but more like a block of 
stone.

"Handsome .lack 
Selhnger," one of the founders uf the "Hell 
Eire Club" and tho Doncastor St. Leger, a 
boon companion of the "first gentleman 
in Europe," inherited al! the curiosity and 
liveliness of the Doneraile blood. Some 
say that the Hon. Elizabeth secreted her - 
self iu a clock case, others that she wit 
noased thu working through a crevice iu 
the wall of the apartment sacred to the 
mysteries of tho craft. What were the 
members of lodge -14 to du under the cir- 
cumstances ( Having discovered her, had 
they let her go free she might have re- 
vealed secrets, close kept since the days of 
Ihe. build ill" of thu temnle to all the 
parish, and so to society at large. We 
may suppose that her brother, the wor- 
shipful master, and the officers and 
brethren assembled were hard put how to 
act for the besi Women might not be- 
come Erouinus. ns. Yet hero was a wo- 
man who, so far as a knowledge of some 
of the most important secrets, never re- 
vealed to the outer or popular world, waa 
already one. The constitutions did not, 
provide for such a contingency, and it be- 
came necessary to create a precedent 
Thereupon the Hon. Elizabeth St. 
Logor, only daughter of Arthur, first 
Viscount Doneraile, win brought before 
the authorities of lodge -11 and solemnly in- ! 
ducted into the secrets and mysteries, the ! 
sigus and tokens of a Free and Accepted. 
What was imparled to tin- lady is not likely ' 
to be made public. For, as one of the 
most learned Masons had laid down, "of 1 
nil the arts which Masons practice, the art I 
of secrecy particularly distinguishes them, ! 
and that it is agreeable to tin- Dirty Him- 
self may be easily conceived from Ihe 
glorious example which He gives in conceal- 
ing from mankind Ihe secrets of his provi- 
dence. Tbe wisest of men cannot pry into 
the Arcana of heaven, nor can they divine 
to-day what to-morrow may bring forth." 
Indeed, Hipocrates and Angerona were not j 
more sacred to silence among the Greeks 
and Romans than is all that goes on in a 
lodge olosetiled to the discreet Freemason. 
Whatever was told M iss St. Leger, under 
the seal of secrecy, she possessed the eon- 
science and prudence never to lei pass her 
lips.lThe Irish Masons revere her memory, 
and her likeness, in full Masonic olothing, 
is still preserved. 

Russia Afield. 

A country with over 1,000,000 men 
under anna on the peace establishment, 
and with a chance of easy expansion to 
doublo that number, which practically 
moans unlimited soldiers, seems at first 
sight to be irrestible from a military point 
of view. A hugu network of railways, 
stretching across the great empire to its 
utmost limit, and designed primarily for 
military purposes, so that, it frequently 
passes large cities at a distance, rather 
than deviate from a straight, swift course, 
furnishes the means of transportation. In 
Central Asia, as tho Russian outposts are 
advanced, the railway and telegraph creep 
up behind them, 90 that instant touch 
with St. Petersburg is always possible, 
and tho whole force of the empire' is 
"shoulder to shoulder." This thorough- 
ness of detail will serve (o show how 
strong Russia may be in Central Asia, 
even while thu numbers of the army there I 
are apparently weak. Yet it, is certain | 
that the trans-Caspian force numbers 
more than 150,000 men, and that a largo 
army could confront the Afghan defence 
of the frontier. Money is the main 
trouble in Russia, but somehow, nations 
that find a difficulty in raising money in 
time of peace can always easily get it in 
time of war. Neither men nor money 
Buem to be lacking in Russia to back up 
the determination to advance on the 
British defence of Afghanistan. 

An OCEAN steamer recently took 
out to New Zealand freight of a rather 
unusual kind-- a constgniiKuil of "bum- 
ble bees." At present clover docs not 
''seed" in that country, though it, grows 
readily, because then: are no bum bin 
bees to fertelize the flowers. The im- 
porter hopes that the bumble bees will 
save him §25,000 a year in clover seed.

London, MayC. — Lord Randolph Church- 
ill, addressing a conservative meeting in 
Loudon to-night, complained that the shelv- 
ing of the Komaroff incident was effected 
under the ridiculous pretence of arbitration. 
He protested against the removal of the 
commission on the delimitation to London 
to be dealt With by imbeciles iu the foreign 
ollice. Russia, he said, had always object- 
ed to the presence of Gen. Lumsileu, and 
deliberately insulted him in the faco of all 
Asia by not sending Gen. Zelonoy, the Rus- 
sian commissioner, to meet him. Now the 
government had gratified Russia by recalling 
Gen. Luuisdou. The English people were 
being humbugged into national and imperial 
ruin. The vote of credit like the resolution 
to smash the Mahdi and Mr. Gladstone's 
great speech, was all sham. The ministers, 
he said, were election agents, not states- 
men, and it was time to refuse them sup- 
plies. 



Facts iVot Geucrally Known. 

The States of Maryland, Alabama, Ar- 
kansas, Delaware, Georgia, Maine, New 
Hampshire, Now Jersey, Oregon, and 
West Virginia have never had Lieutenant- 
Governors. 

Thu United States ia the only civilized 
country in the world, declares a former 
superintendent ot schools in Boston, where 
teachers do not hold their positions by 
permanent tenure. 

The present reigning dynasty of Japan 
dales back 2,640 years, and is considered 
thu oldest in the world Tl^e records of 
Japan are accurately preserved for that 
time. All the nations now called civi- 
lized, without exception, had their be- 
ginning since then. 

It is estimated thai there are 200,000,- 
500 Mohammedans in the world, of whom 
ii, 000,1)00 are 111 Southeastern Europe and 
20,000,000 in Asiatic Turkey. 7,500,000 
in Persia, 25,000.000 in Arabia and Cen- 
tral Asia, and 00. 000. OHO iu Hind,, stall. 
Considerably more than half of I hem are 
iu Asia, and the remainder in Africa, ex- 
cept the 0,000,000 in European Turkey. 

Corn cannot be cultivated above 50 de- 
grees north latitude on the northeast 
shores of Asia, although in the interior it 
measures as far north as Ii2 degrees. On 
tho eastern shores of America the north- 
ern limit of its growth is 50 degrees, and 
on the western 57 degrees, while in the 
intermediate section it is known to go as 
far as 05 degrees. In Norway it grows at 
70 degrees. 

No English peer or peeress can be nr 
rested for debt, need serve on juries, or 
be called out iu tbe militia, and they do 
not swear on oath, but on honor, except 
whon witnesses in any court. They can 
sit in any court in England with their bats 
on, (an wear a sort of uniform as pi on, 
can carry arms, but not in their pockets, 
and it they commit treason -jr felony, thoy 
must bo tried by their peers.

Near the equator perpetual snow covers 
the mountains at the height, of 15,207 
feet; in latitude CO dog. it is found at 
3,818 feet, and 111 75 deg. at 1,010 feet. 
The main cause of this is not that the 
solar raya possesses less heat in the higher 
regions, as the contrary has been proved, 
but that the portions of the earth's crust 
projecting fur up into the atmosphere, as 
ia the case with hieli mountains, possess 
less of tho interior heat of the earth, being 
more subject tu cooling by radiation, 
which has caused their temperature to 
descend to such a very low degree that 
even a midday tropical sun cannot raise 
it to 32 deg. F. 

A private iu an English infantry regi- 
ment receives 25 cents a day; a lance cor- 
poral, 31 cents; corporal, 11 cents; lance- 
serceant, 50 cunts; sergeant, 58 cents; 
color sergeant, 75 cents; and quarter- 
master sergeant, §1.00. These rates are 
subject to the following reductions, viz : 
One cent a day for washing, and cents 
a day for groceries and vegetables. These 
consist of tea, coffee, sugar, potatoes and 
groon vegetables. After those deductions, 
then, tho pay of a linesman is 17 cents a 
day; but, as he has to provide his own 
underclothing, .1 further reduction of 2 
cents daily is made, thus reducing his 
actual pay to 15 cents. The pay of tho 
privates iu the famous Coldstream Guards 
averages only about 10 per cent, in ad- 
vance of those rates, with equal reductions 
for messing and washing.

Paul Boynton took a large torpedo shell, 
in which ho placod a brick, and, approach- 
ing tho British man-of-war Garnet, 
fastened it to tho hull. Ho was discov- 
ered while leaving the vessel and shouted 
to a British officer on deck that thero was 
a torpedo on the bottom of his. Tho 
British tars became terribly excitod and 
pursued Boynton iu a steam launch, cap- 
turing him and several friends who ac- 
companied him ii. a small boat. Tho par- 
ty were taken aboard the Garnet as pris- 
oners, but were released when oxplana 
tioi.s hail been made and tho torpedo 
shell examined. Boynton mij'3 the Bri- 
tish admiralty once made fun of his rub- 
ber dress and he wanted to got oven with 
them. 

Liijioii Laws op Cape Town. — They 
have a temperance law ut the Capo, in 
South Africa, which contains at least one 
novel feature. It is a law providing for 
the punishment of any person in tho liq- 
uor trade who sells or gives liquor to an 
habitual drunkard. Tho penalty is £5, 
mid the habitual drunkard is held to bo 
any man who has been convicted of drun- 
kenness three times within tho period of 
three months. And in order that thero 
may bo no mistake as to tho idontity of 
tho man in question, it is made tho duty 
of a constable or other police officer to 
take him in charge and exhibit him per- 
sonally to every liquor-seller within the 
local jurisdiction .

India as a Fighting Power. 

If a war in Afghanistan over takes place, 
the bulk of tho British army opposing the 
Russian advance will be formed of native 
troops. There are 100,000 of these on tho i 
regular Indian establishment, and these | 
are supplemented by ubout,the same nuni- | 
ber of military frontier police— soldiers to 
all intents mid purposes, and of equal, if 
not superior, quality to the "regulars," 
Thus about 300,000 armed men are under J 
orders of thu government in India, with- 
out a single European being sent from 
England. All these native troops are offi- 
cored by Englishmen. These troops vary I 
in quality from the Madrid and Bengal 
Sepoys to tho martial Sikhs or the daring 
Ghoorkas, the fighting qualities of the two , 
latter being equal to anything they are 
likely to encounter. Tho armies of I 
the native independent states are general- , 
ly at tho command of England, for they 
would be likely offered — as they have 
beon before — and accepted, and each 
could, and doubtless would furnish, a con- 
tingent for the service. Their armies 
aggregate 300,000 men. Then there ia a 
population of 200,000,000to recruit from, 
ao that Lord Beaconalield's remark that a 
million soldiers could bo easily rained in 
India, is * reasonable one. 

From the foregoing figures it is seen 
that over a million men aro under anna 
already in the servioe of Queen Victoria j 
and the Empress of India, with indefinite 
powers of expansion, leaving out tbe co- 
lonial forces of Canada, Australia, the 
Cape, the West Indies, olc.

Iflorphin 'I'll us Used Pro- 
duces; 

Yesterday afternoon officers Griffiths 
ami Whan brought to the Receiving 
Hospital a man a id a woman who ap- 
peared to very sick. The man is Dr. 
Charles L Pierce, who for some time 
past has had an office at 8 Mason 
street, and the woman is Ins wife. They 
wertf taken into the Receiving Hospi- 
tal, where they were examined by 
Police, Surgeon Dennis. The man was 
talking incoherently and his wife seem- 
e.l to be in dread that she was about 
to be placed in a cell. Both were af- 
flicted with like symptoms and at tirt.t 
it was supposed that each had taken 
poison. This belief was strengthened 
by the atatpni -ut of the officers that 
the man had been discovered insensible 
on a sofa in his office, and the woman 
moaning on the stairs leading to the 
office. Upon dost) examination the 
Police Suryeon discovered that their 
trouble arose from tin- use of morphia 
hypodtinnieally injected into their 

bodies. Upon the body of each were 
hundreds of punctures produced by 
the instruments used to injec. the drug. 
They were treated as their eases called 
for, and in t) .short time were quieted. 
Before th y received treatment, the 
man insisted that he was suffering from 
fractures of the ribs, while the woman 
complained that her hack was badly 
braised in consequence of blows inflict- 
ed by some person unkown to her. An 
examination of each showed that no 
such injuries existed. The officers re- 
turned to the piaee from which they 
removed Dr, Pierce and his wife, and 
there secured all valuables, which were 
turned over to the pooperty clerk of 
the Police Department for safe keep 
ing. In searching the rooms the offi- 
cers found twenty-nine one once vials 
which had contained morphia, and it 
is probrble that these had been used 
by the doctor and his wife. Last even 
in» Dr. Pierce became delirious and 
had to be taken to the Home for the 
Care of Inebiiates. His wife, was taken 
in charge by a lady friend, who took 
her to her own home. The doctor and 
his wife at one time occupied a good 
position in this community, but be- 
coming the slaves of opium they sank 
lower and lower until they became 
what they are now terrible objects to 
look upon.— fc». l'\ Call.

Respecting the Fire Limits, Wooden \ 
builoinc8, and the storage of hay 
and straw. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
B iiif,' Hy Lnwu be it euactud by tho 
Mayor nud Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Vibtoriti as follows: 

1. Section •_' of "Tho By-Law for Pro- 
hibiting the Erection of Wooden Build- 
inuH. 1870, Amenrlmnnl By-Law 18^3" is 
horoby repealed, and in lieu thereof tho 
following substituted : 

"2 That portion of the City of Vic- 
toria which is contained within the limits 
hereinafter described, namely — commenc- 
ing at tho northwest corner of lot 127, 
thence running easterly along tho north- 
ern boundary of tho said lot to Storo 
street, thence easterly across Store Btreet 
in u straight lino to tho centre of Fis- 
gard street, thence oastorly along tho 
centre of Fisgard street to tho centre of 
Douglas street, thence southerly along the 
centre of Douglas street to tho contro of 
Courteuay street, thence along tho centre 
of Courteuay streot to tho northeast cor- 
ner lot 8, thence along the northern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to tho shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thence along the shore lino of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the point of commence- 
ment, — is hotoby declared to be within 
tho Fire Limits of the said city."

•I It shall he lawful for tho Mayor and 
Council of the said city to authorize by 
resolution any officer therein named to 
pull down or remove any building which 
shall have been constructed or placed in 
contravention of this Bylaw; and all ex- 
penses reasonably incurred in pulling 
down nr romoving any such building shall 
be repaid by the owner or owners there- 
of to t lie treasurer of the said Corporation, 
and shall be recoverable with costs in a 
summary manner before the Police Mag- 
istrate or any other •) ustice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the said city. 

5. In this Bylaw the word "building" 
shall not, apply to any shod within tho 
curtilage of another building and used 
exclusively for the storage of fuel for con 
sumption in such other building, such 
shod not exceeding ton feet by twtdvo 
feet in superficial linear measure and ton 
feet in height, nor shall it apply to any 
shed erected or to be erected wholly on or 
over the wooden piles of a wharf on tho 
water front; but noshed shall hereafter 
be erected on any wharf within tho said 
lire limits other than with roofing of in- 
combustible material,

tons.
